basis will be demanded of operators 
April 1, when

agreements terminate, Ohio United 
Mine Workers decided at the final 
session of their annual 
convention 


here today. This will maKe the rate 
for machine mining 51.7 cents a ton 
instead of 47 cents as at 
present. 


The miners voted to insist on 
the 


mine run basis of wage bargaining, 
despite repeal of the Green law which 
compelled use of this system. 


This attitude of the Ohio miners 


will be presented to the national 
convention of the United Mine Work- 
ers to be held in Indianapolis next 
week. 
Percy Tetlow, national organizer, 


presented a resolution which 
was 


adopted to send to the governor of 
Colorado, a deprecatory expression 
regarding the use 
of government 


forces in bringing about 
a settle- 


ment of the recent strike in 
that 


state. 


Sympathy was expressed for- an 


Italian miner of Colorado, for his 
stand for personal liberty, following 
his conviction for murder. 


The convention adopted a resolu- 


tion to be presented at the siace con- 
vention of miners of Illinois, thank- 
ing them for what was termed gen- 
erous help for families of strikers 
during the recent Ohio strike.

The capture of Cettinje, capital of 
Montenegro, was announced by the 
war office. 


The fall of Cettinje before the in- 


vading Austrian forces which great- 
ly outnumbered the 
comparatively 


small Montenegrin armies, was 
re- 


garded as a matter of only a short 
time after the capture, by the Aus- 
trians of Mt. Lovcen. Cettinje 
is 


only six miles from that stronghold. 
The present location of the Monte- 
negrin capital is uncertain, but it 
1* assumed the seat of government 
Was removed to some point in the 
Interior when it became 
apparent 


that CattlnJ* WM la peril. 


There have been 
conflicting re- 


ports as to the whereabouts of King 
Nicholas, but he and the officials 
of his government 
probably 
have 


taken refuge in the mountains. 


With Cettinje in the hands of the 


Austrian?, 
the 
Montenegrins are 


hemmed m on almost everjr side and 
unlike the Serbians, Have little op- 
portunity to 
retreat

It is doubtful whether they would 


be able to escape into Northern Al- 
bania and should they do so they

made but officials close to the Pres- 
ident declared 
the administration 


had no intention of armed interven- 
tion into Mexico at present. 


The view was reiterated that Car- 


ranza should be given an opportu- 
nity to demonstrate his ability to re- 
store order. 
This was encouraged 


by a telegram from Carranza to his 
ambassador here promising every ef- 
fort to run down the bandits. 


The attacks on the administration 


in the senate and house were gone 
over at the meeting and Secretary 
Lansing presented reports from the 
border 


It was generally agreed that be- 


yond making the representations al- 
ready sent to Carranza with which 
he has promised to comply, no furth- 
er steps should be taken at present. 
Whether each member of the cab- 
inet agreed with that view was not 
disclosed. 


Even should the attack on the ad- 
ministration continue in congress it 
was said by officials that the presi- 
dent will stand by his policy of giv- 
ing the defacto government in Mex- 
ico an opportunity to show whether 
it can control the situation. 


Carranza's promises will be ac- 


cepted by the administration in good 
faith. 
The president and members 


of his cabinet were represented as 
being deeply shocked over the mur- 
der of Americans but as believing 
that the Carranza authorities should 
be able to control the situation. 


General Carranza today telegraph- 


ed his ambassador here as follows 
from his headquarters at Queretaro: 


"The murderous attack on the pas-

Chihuahua was 


made by the only remaining band of 
outlaws in that region. This band is 
being pursued by my troops with a. 
view to insure its capture whereunon 
condign punishment, 
which 
their

General Carranza's despatch was 


the first direct assurances that he 
will comply with the urgent repre- 
sentations of the United States gov- 
ernment. 


Upon the success of the steps he 


takes, the next move in the Mexican 
situation seems to depend.

Huerta's Burial In Mexico, 
From Which He Was an Exile, 


Being Considered by Friends

El Paso, Texas, Jan. 14.—Funeral 


arrangements for Victoriano Huerta, 
who died here last night had not 
been announced early today. 
The 


possibility of burial in Mexico, the 
land of his birth, and from which 
he was an exile, is being considered. 


General Huerta had been ill tor 


nearly six months, his illness first 
becoming marfcQd soon after his in- 
carceration as'a tederal i^moner at 
Fort Bliss ia=t July. Attending phy- 
sicians attributed death to a com- 
plication of liver complaints, which 
caased a general breakdown. 


Only two clays ago a federal grand 


jury in San Antonio, Texas, returned 
mdictmerts against Huerta charg- 
ing conepirac- to violate 
the 
neu- 


trality laws of the United States. 


General Huerta was a professional 


soldier, and as such he had, up to 
the overthrow of President Francisco 
Madero, beon known for 
his 
loyal 


support of the existing governments. 
He fought lojtilly for President Por- 
firio Diaz until his fall, 
and when 


Diaz was no longer chief executive, 
Huerta 
tought for Francisco do la 


Barra, 
the 
provisional 
president. 


After Francisco Madero was elected 
Huerta found it to be his duty to 
support one \^ho had so long fought 
as a rebel. Uis loyally was not chal- 
lenged until th" Felix Diaz revolu- 
tion ia Mexii o City 
In 
February, 


1913, when t'io Madero government 
was 
completely 
overthrown 
and 


Huerta 
himself

charge of all the astronomical work 
of the commission, leading exploring 
and suivcying parties over the wild- 
est regions of the republic. 


During the ensuing year 
Huerta 


saw much active service. In 1901 he 
left the staff and took command of 
the infantry in the campaign against 
the Yaqm Indians 
After this cam- 


paign he was again put in charge of 
the 
general staff's 
topographical 


work in Sonora. He participated in 
subsequent Yaqui campaigns and also 
in the campaign in Yucatan against 
the Maya Indians. As a reward for 
his Indian service, Huerta was given 
the rank of brigadier 
general and 


once more detailed to 
the 
general 


staff. 


Huerta commanded all the detach- 


ed government forces in the state of 
Guerrero at the beginning of 
the 


Aladero molution. 
When 
Madero 


ncceeded to the presidency, General 
Huerta was sent back into Morelos 
with a force to put down the Zapata 
rebellion. As a result of ill-teeling 
growing out of this campaign, Hu- 
lerta was recalled. Subsequently he 
' led the army sent against Orozco and 
was in command at the 
battle of 


Bachimba. 
For this service he was 


promoted- to major general. 
He was 


then recalled to the capital and given 
leave of absence because of an affec- 
tion of the eyes, and thus did not 
take part in the suppression of the 
first uprising led by General Felix 
Diaz in October, 1912. 


In the second Felix Diaz revolu- 


tion, which resulted 
in 
the 
over- 


throw of the 
Madero government, 


Huerla was immediately called 
to 


active command as" the senior rank- 
ing general, then in the capital. He 
escorted Madero from 
Chapultepec 


Castle to the palace on the first of 
the 10 days' fighting and was placed 
in entire command of the forces of 
the government. 
He directed 
the 


government troops during 
all 
the 


subsequent fighting, and the conduct 
of these operations led to severe crit- 
icisms on 
the 
part 
of 
Madero's 


i friends. 
It was charged that he did 


' not carry out the operations with 
any spirit, that he disobeyed 
the 


commands of President Madero, and 
that before General Blanquet enter- 
ed the city it was this 
conference 


which sealed the fate of 
the Ma- 


deroa.

travel.

French not only at Demir Hissar, ou 
the Struma in the* neighborhood of 
Serres, but also at Kilindir, south of 
Doiran. 
All the bridges destroyed 


were in Greek territory. 


The rumors 
that 
Austria 
and 


Montenegro have suspended hostili- 
ties for the purpose of discussing ar- 
rangements whereby further warfare 
on Montenegrin soil should be stop-. 
ped, 
may be based 
simply on the 


fact that the Austrian advance 
In 


Montenegro has become so slow that 
suspicion of a suspension 
of 
hos- 


tilities is naturally aroused. Many 
military critics, however, are of the 
opinion that Montenegro is now in 
such a position that some form of 
arrangement with her adversary has 
become imperative. 
Speculation is 


rife as to the attitude which 
Italy 


has adopted with regard to the Inva- 
sion of Montenegro by the Austrians 
which constitutes a grave menace to 
Italian 
interests. The 
fact 
that 


Italy's superior fleet did not prevent 
an Austrian squadron from assisting 
in the reduction 
of 
Mt. Lovcen, 


which dominates the harbor of Cat- 
taro, is 
being 
commented 
upon, 


though experts admit that there is 
not a sufficient basis of information 
from which to draw 
deductions in 


the matter and suggest that Italy's 
action in the present juncture should 
be 
awaited 
before 
judgment 
is 


passed, and that action they 
point 


out, would naturally be kept secret 
as long as possible. 


News of the developments in the 


military operations in Galicia 
and 


Bessarabia is awaited with much in- 
terest here and it is observed 
that 


both sides are 
unusually reticent 


with regard to the operations. Aus- 
tria usually sends out the first in- 
formation on the military activities 
in that region but beyond a general 
review of 
the

Japan abounds with sacred places— 


Shintoist and Buddhist—formerly re- 
puted for the appearances of the so 
called "dragon's lamp." This is a mys- 
terious light that comes out of a pond, 
lake or sea and alights on a certain 
tree, mostly on a certain night It was 
held that the light was dedicated by 
a dragon dwelling in the water to a 
god whose shrine stood near the trees. 
For example, the famous Ryuto of the 
temple of Avalokitesvara on Nagusa 
hill, province of KH. made its annual 
ascent from the sea to a pine tree in 
the precincts every ninth night of the 
seventh moon^ At the midnight of the 
16th of every month a Ryuto came 
from the northeast offing to the so 
called "dragon's lamp pine," near the 
ebrine of Mandjusrl at Kiredo, prov- 
ince of Tango, whereas on the same 
tree another light, named "Celestial 
lamp," made its descent from the heav- 
ens every sixteenth night of the first 
fifth and ninth months.—Exchange.

The elm which comes to ma- 


turity is usually the one wbicb has 
lodged in a favored spot where there 
is no competition, such as a river 
meadow, where the spring freshets 
have dropped the seed on fertile soil 
and the roots can get down to water. 


We all know the type, the noble trunk 


of massive girth tapering very grad- 
ually upward to the first spring of 
branches and then dissolving into those 
branches as a water jet might dissolve 
in many upward and out curving 
streams till the whole Is lost in the 
spray of the foliage. Like many other 
trees that grow alone, it develops an 
exquisite symmetry. But with the elm 
this symmetry is not only one of gen 
eral contour, but of individual limbs 
Not only is the silhouette symmetrical. 
but the skeleton also, branch balanc- 
ing branch. 


That is what gives it its remarkable 


fitness to comport with architectural 
lines, with geometrically designed vis 
tas. It has a formal structure and a 
consequent dignity which make it the 
logical shade for a village street, a 
chapel, a library, the scholarly proces 
sion in cap and gown. Add to that dig- 
nity its arched and airy lightness and 
its splendid size and you have the king 
of urban trees.—Walter Prichard Ea 
ton hi Century.

FORM OF THE EARTH. 


It Has Changed but Very Little In 


Many Millions of Years. 


The earth's form is that which its 


rotation period demands. Undoubtedly 
if the period has changed the form has 
changed. 
Given a little time, solids 


under great pressure flow quite read- 
ily into new forms. 


Now, any great slowing down of the 


earth's rotation period •within geologi- 
cal times would be expected to show 
in the surface features. 
The strahi 


should have wrinkled, so to speak, in 
the equatorial regions and stretched 
in the polar regions if the earth 
changed from a spheroid that was con- 
siderably flatter than it now is to its 
present form. Mountains, as evidence 
of the folding of the rock strata, 
should exist in profusion in the torrid 
zone and be scarce in or absent from 
the higher latitudes of the earth. 


Such differential effects do not exist 


and it seems to follow that changes in 
the earth's rotation period and in its 
form couid have been only slight while 
the stratification of our rocks was in 
progress. Geologists estimate from the 
deposition of denudation and sedimei; 
tatioa that the formation of the" rock 
strata has consumed from C0.000.0<« 
to 100.000.000 years. 


If the earth had substantially it- 


present form 80.000.000 years ago wt 
are safe in saying that the period of 
time represented in the building up of 
the earth from a small nucleus to it* 
present dimensions has been vastly 
longer, probably reckoned in the thou 
sands of millions of years.—XV. W 
Campbell in Scientific Monthly.

associated as counsel for the saloon 
keepers.
